WABIUSOTON, February 20—In the 


absence of news from Havana on any 
subject other than tbe deposition of the 
dead bodies, tbe official mind turned 
today to on analysis of the Spanish 
statements, made with more or less de 
gre. of olBclal sanction, respecting the 
total absence of sub-marine mines Irom 
Havana harbor, and it was regarded by 
the navy department as negativing the 
mine theory of an external cause of th 
explosion, just as recent letters put a 
end to the exploding boiler theory as a 
internal cause for the diiaster.

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 


Asked to Consider the Per- 


nicious Pest. 


It wan decided at tho executive com- 


mitted meeting of the Farmers' Club 
yesterday afternoon to flak tbe agricul- 
tural department of tbe government to 
devote some at tout ion to tbe vine thripa 
in the hope of ridding tbe vineyards of 
that destructive insect, which has thus 
far ball lad all attampta to lessen its 
number, not to euy dustroy It alto- 
Kether. 


Tho agricultural department o! the 


State University haJ bean aeked to sug- 
gest a method of freeing the vineyarde 
of tbe insect, but tbo only thing that 
waa advanced waa a net. Tlievmeyaid- 
iflt was to take hia little net and go out 
into the vineyard end catch a few net* 
fulls of thripa every morning before 
breaklast. 
Tho Kentleman who ad- 


vanced that heroic treatment for tbe 
winged peats was recently in tbie city 
and maintained that it was tbe only 
conceivable way to play havoc with tbe 
vine boppera. 


Tbe vineyardiBta, however, never coo* 


gidered the thing practicable, and they 
have decided , through tho Farmers' 
Club, to ask tbo noverurauut to c >me to 
their rescue, It la comethiog which tbe 
trover nmeut might well look after, for if 
the peat is not checked, it ia believed that 
it will overrun oil tho vineyard a in tho 
country,
